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CONGRESS  ORGANIZES  FOR  1975 


SAVE  FOR  FUTURE  REFERENCE 

Significant  changes  already  have 
been  made  in  the  94th  Congress, 
and  more  may  be  in  prospect. 

The  ironclad  House  seniority 
system  has  been  challenged.  Three 
House  committee  chairmen  were 
rejected  in  favor  of  more  junior 
committee  members— Melvin  Price, 
IL,  replaces  Edward  Hubert,  LA,  on 
Armed  Services;  Thomas  Foley, 
WA,  replaces  W.R.  Poage,  TX,  on 
Agriculture;  and  Henry  Reuss,  WI, 
replaces  Wright  Patman,  TX,  on 
Banking,  Currency  and  Housing. 
The  seniority  system  is  not  dead, 
however,  since  longevity  in  service 
still  carries  great  weight  in  selecting 
committee  chairmen. 

In  the  Senate,  Democrats  voted 
to  select  committee  chairmen  by 
secret  ballot  whenever  one-fifth  of 
the  caucus  requests  it. 

The  House  also  abolished  its  In¬ 
ternal  Security  Committee,  the  for¬ 
mer  House  Un-American  Activities 
Committee. 

SOME  SIGNIFICANT  COMMITTEES 

Money-allocating  committees  are 
crucially  important.  The  House  and 
Senate  Appropriations  Committees 
are  the  most  powerful  in  Congress. 
The  new  House  and  Senate  Budget 
Committees  will  attempt  to  set 
overall  priorities  for  federal  spend¬ 
ing. 

The  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  and  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee  deal  with  taxes  and  tax 
reform.  They  also  will  take  up 
health  financing  issues. 

Foreign  policy  and  military  is¬ 
sues  initially  are  dealt  with  in  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations,  the 
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House  Foreign  Affairs  Committees, 
the  Senate  and  House  Armed  Ser¬ 
vices  Committees  and  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Atomic  Energy. 

The  House  Banking,  Currency 
and  Housing  Committee  authorizes 
international  financing  legislation. 

The  Senate  and  House  Agricul¬ 
ture  Committees  are  involved  in 
Food  for  Peace  legislation  and  gene¬ 
ral  food  and  farm  policy. 

Civil  liberties,  civil  rights,  and 
penal  reform  issues  are  dealt  with 
principally  in  the  House  and  Senate 
Judiciary  Committees.  Much  social 
legislation  is  dealt  with  by  the 
Senate  Labor  and  Public  Welfare 
and  House  Education  and  Labor 
Committees. 

Environmental  and  ocean  issues 
largely  are  dealt  with  by  the  House 
and  Senate  Interior  Committees 
and  the  House  Merchant  Marine 
and  Fisheries  Committee.
